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Raymond Noel Arraigned for the Attempted Murder of Officer Brad Steve

Rochester, NY- On Friday, January 19, 2024, a Monroe County Grand Jury indictment was
unsealed charging 51-year-old Raymond Noel with Attempted Aggravated Murder, Attempted
Aggravated Assault Upon A Police Officer, and two counts of Criminal Possession of a Weapon
in the 2" Degree in relation to the shooting of East Rochester Police Officer Brad Steve on January
14,2024,

Following the unsealing of the indictment, Raymond Noel was arraigned in front of New York
State Supreme Court Justice Alex Renzi. Raymond Noel is currently being held on $500,000 cash,
$1,000,000 bond, or $2,000,000 partially secured bond.

The case is being prosecuted by Assistant District Attorney Michael Harrigan, Chief of the Major
Felony Bureau.

This indictment is the result of an investigation led by the Monroe County Sheriff’s Office.
Raymond Noel is scheduled to be back in court on February 7, 2024, in front of New York State

Supreme Court Justice Alex Renzi.
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
